a political subdivision of a state, except watercraft used for recreational purposes;1.16

(4) a ship's lifeboat;1.17

(5) a watercraft that has been issued a valid marine document by the United States1.18

government;1.19

(6) a duck boat during duck hunting season;1.20

(7) a rice boat during the harvest season;1.21

(8) a seaplane; and1.22

(9) a nonmotorized watercraft nine ten feet in length or less.1.23

EFFECTIVE DATE. This section is effective retroactively from January 1, 2012."1.24
